14 economic development efforts and
15 individuals that LED in
16 particular targets with a Tlevel
17 of outreach and targets with 1its
18 marketing efforts.
19 So as a result of that
20 survey, Louisiana was placed No.
21 6 in the nation as far as its
22 national business ranking.
23 If you go to the third
24 paragraph, I just want to cover
25 some of the specific rankings,

1 and, again, I think this reflects
2 very favorably on the work of the
3 Board. Louisiana ranked No. 1 in
4 the U.S. for cooperative state
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government, and No. 2 in the U.S.
for its incentive programs. Now,
the report goes on to rank as No.
3 workforce development, No. 3
for speed of permitting, No. 4
for cost of doing business, but
in particular the cooperation for
state government and for the
incentive programs I think are
very favorable impressions that
we've been able to make on the
business community and site
selection community through our
efforts here at this Board.

As far as some context with
these rankings, this -- before
2011 the state had not ranked in
the top 10 nationally, so
Louisiana being ranked in these
multiple categories in the top

ten is -- is definitely moving in

the right direction and one that
is something that we can take and
go out and market ourselves, so
it's very important to us and I
think not only reflects favorably
on us, but it's something that we
can use as a tool in our outreach
to companies or executives who
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have never considered Louisiana
letting them know that others
across the U.S. that Louisiana is
a favorable place to invest.

So, again, I wanted to thank
you for your efforts and share
this good news and be happy to
answer any questions about this
particular recognition or
anything else within the
Department.
